The Eras Tour is Taylor Swift’s sixth and most extensive concert tour yet, spanning 
151 shows across 25 countries over the course of almost two years. It is the highest- 
grossing tour of all time and the first in history to surpass over $1 billion US 


in revenue. 


Unlike her previous concert tours, which have been in support of specific albums, 


The Eras Tour is what Swift herself described as “a journey through the musical eras 


of my career”. Each “era” corresponds to an album - the set list includes songs from 


nine of her ten original albums (excluding her debut), with heavier emphasis on the 
most recent four (Lover, Folklore, Evermore and Midnights), none of which had been 


toured since their release prior to the opening of The Eras Tour.

Swift has been doing the heart-shaped 
hand gesture during her shows since very early 
in her career, as a way of expressing love and 
gratitude to the audience. It was common from 
the beginning for the audience to return the 
gesture, which was in part why she kept doing it. 
It became associated with the Fearless album in 
particular after it featured on the album’s CD art, 
and also frequently appeared during Swift’s first 
headlining concert tour in support of the same 


album. 


Swift and her band have been doing the 
double-clap during You Belong With Me while 
performing the song ever since its release, and 
fans have enjoyed joining in as the action has 


grown increasingly iconic over the years. 


During Swift’s performance of Marjorie on 
28 April 2023 in Atlanta, Georgia, the crowd 
surprised her by lighting up the stadium using 
their phones in memory of the song’s subject, 
Swift's late grandmother. Swift responded 
positively, calling the gesture “beautiful”, and so it 
continued to be replicated by fans at subsequent 


shows. 


4 Fans attending the second Eras Tour show on 18 March in Glendale, Arizona, 


honoured Swift with a standing ovation after she performed Champagne Problems, 
prompting Swift to label them “the best crowd ever”. This inspired audiences at 
subsequent shows to do the same, partly to show their appreciation for Swift and 
partly in an attempt to claim the title of “best crowd ever” for themselves. The 
ovations grew longer over time, as crowds competed to outlast one another, until 


eventually Swift had to start cutting them off in order to continue the show. 


> The “One, two, three, let’s go bitch” chant originated with Emily Valencia, 
a fan who filmed and uploaded a video of herself chanting the phrase during a 

O». ance of Delicate at the Reputation Stadium Tour in 2018. The video went 
viral and the chant caught on, and within a few weeks, large sections of the audience 
were repeating it at every stop on the tour. Swift herself was supportive of the chant 


and started encouraging crowds to do it by counting them in on her fingers. 


6 On the 1989 World Tour, Swift used a 
loop pedal to harmonise with herself during 
the bridge of Blank Space. She also included 
a chant with the name of the city she was 
performing in as part of the loop. The 1989 
World Tour Live concert film was shot in 
Sydney, Australia, so the performance of 
Blank Space which included the “Syd-ney” 
chant was the one that was popularised 
among fans who saw the film in later years. 
Crowds have been repeating this chant, 
sometimes using “Sydney” and sometimes 
the city they are in, at Eras Tour concerts as 


a callback to this legendary performance. 


1 The ‘triple clap’ in Shake It Off is clearly audible in the studio recording of the 
song, but, similarly to the You Belong With Me double-clap, it was popularised in 
concert by Swift, her band and dancers clapping during performances of the song on 
the 1989 World Tour. 


S The radio single version of Bad Blood featured rap verses and backup vocals 
from rapper and singer-songwriter Kendrick Lamar. His line “You forgive, you forget, 
but you never let it go” ended up being particularly memorable for fans, who have 
since enjoyed repeating it during performances of the song from the 1989 World 


Tour through to The Eras Tour. 


() Swift's close friend Jack Antonoff made a remix of Anti-Hero (a song they wrote 
and produced together) with his band, Bleachers. In this version of the song, during 
the second pre-chorus, Antonoff sings “Taylor, you'll be fine” instead of “Tale as old 
as time”. Fans have taken to repeating this line during Eras Tour performances of the 


song as a tribute to Antonoff's remixed version. 


ll () The “shimmer” dance move during the Bejeweled chorus originated with a 


viral TikTok video created by fan Mikael Arellano - released after the song itself, but 
before the corresponding music video, and months before the tour opened - which 
featured him dancing along to the song, ending with the now-iconic move. On 
opening night of the tour, fans noticed Swift using Arellano’s choreography during 
her performance of Bejeweled, and she has continued to do so every night, since with 


audience members enthusiastically joining in. 


| | Two months into the tour, Swift released a remixed version of her song 

Karma featuring a rap verse and backup vocals from rapper Ice Spice. Fans enjoyed 
quoting and appropriating a particular single line sung by Ice Spice in the remix, 
“Facts”, and it has become popular among audience members to insert the line during 
performances of the song at Eras Tour concerts ever since the remixed version's 


release. 
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
